Previously Briand had delivered an 
ultimatum to the chamber to the ef- 
fect that he would not attend the 
league of nations council assembly at 
Geneva Monday unless his financial 
program for resoration were passed.

Reported in Mexico That

Mexico City, March 5.—(#)—The | 
special claims commission which had 
been considering reparations for the 
killing of 15 American mining enzgi- 
neers in the state of Chihuahua has 
ceased to function. The American 
commissioner, Judge Ernest D. Perry, 
will leave tomorrow for his home in 
Lincoln, Neb. The neutral judge, Dr. 
Rodrigo Octavio, of Brazil, will de- 
part tomorrow for Havana. 

Judge Ernest B. Perry, the Ameri 
can commissioner, received formal no- 
tification today from Dr. Roderigo 
Octavio, a Brazilian, who is the neu- 
tral presiding judge of the commission. 
that his health will not permit him to 
continue residence in the high alti- 
tude of Mexico City and that, there- 
fore, he is leaving shortly. Dr. Oc- 
tavio failed to call a meeting which 
was expected to be held today and 
wrote Judge Perry that he would not 
eall anther session. 

It is learned, however, that behind 
this legislation of the impasse lies the 
fature of the commissioners so far to 
agree on the Santa Ysabel case. 

Opposing Claims. 

The American attitude is that the 
engineers were murdered by Mexican 
revolutionists (followers of Francisco 
Villa) and that, therefore, the Mexi- 
can government is liable for damages. 
The Mexican claim is that the mur- 
derers were bandits, not revolutionists, 
and that the government, therefore, is 
not liable. 

The American and Mexican commis- 
sioners have been deadlocked on this 
issue and it is believed for that rea- 
son Dr. Octavio’s decision would be 
final.

Noted Southern Poet and 
Author Found Mortally 
Wounded in Garden of 
His Winter Home. 


SMALL GRANDSON 
SEES TRAGIC END 


Beloved Georgian Had 
Been in IH Health for 
Sometime — Family Re- 
ceives Sad News. 


Miami, Fla., March 5.—(#)— 
Henry Elliott Harman, 70, writer of 
southern prose and verse and founder 
of several important trade journals, 
died tonight from a revolver wound, 
said to have been inflicted accident- 
nally, in the garden of his winter 
home on Miami Beach. He died in 
an ambulance on the way to a hos- 
pital. The bullet entered his head. 
His home was in Atlanta, Ga. 

Horace Stringfellow, small grand- 
son of Mr. Harman, told police that 
he followed his grandfather into the 
garden, heard the recolver shot and 
saw him fall with the revolver in his 
hand. <A few minutes before the 
shooting he had been in the living 
room talking to members of his fam- 
ily and they said he appeared in 
good spirits. 

News of the death of Henry Elliott 
Hiarman, beloved Georgia poet and 
journalist, at his winter home in Mi- 
ami, came as a shock to his family 
and friends in Atlanta Friday night. 
He had been in poor health for some 
time, 

Mr. Harman was one of the south’s 
notable poets and his work, both in 
this line and as a writer of prose, has 
been widely recognized. Several vol- 
umes of his verse have been pub- 
lished, his latest work, “Collected 
Poems of Henry Harman,” having 
met with widest popularity. 

In addition to his work as a poet, 
Mr. Harman was well kaown in other 


| lines. Ee wax a phogograiplisr, of rec 


ognized ability and published at dif- 
ferent times a number of magazines 
and trade journals. He was a mem- 
ber of several Atlanta clubs and took 
keenest interests in all worthwhile 
moves in this city. 

His books were illustrated to a 
great extent with his own photo- 
graphic work, most of it being of na- 
ture, and demonstrated unusual art. 


High Up in Literary Circles. 


For many years he was associated 
with literary leaders of the city. He 
was a personal friend of Frank L. 
Stanton, poet laureate of Georgia 
and Robert Loveman, also well known 
southern poet. He had many personal 
friends in literary circles throughout 
the country. 

Among the most loved poems by Mr. 
IHlarman were “At the Gate 
Dreams,” “In Love's Domain,” 
Bar of Song.” “Dreams of Yester- 
and “In Peaceful Valley.”

Washington, March 5.—(#)—The 
national administration has “made no 
real attempt to enforce the 18th 
amendment,” and has “employed ene 
mies instead of friends of prohibi- 
tion te enforce prohibition,’ George 
D. Harger, of Pittsbsaczh, charged to- 
day at the annual meeting of the In- 
ternational Reform federation. 

He “greatly deplored the retention 
of Mellon (the secretary of the treas- 
ury), the former distiller, as head of 
the law enforcement regime, and his 
seeming disposition to work in con- 
junction with the politicians to dis- 
parage the law in many places in- 
stead of upholding it.” 

A Mockery of Law. 

The administration, said Mr, Har- 
ger, who is a trustee of the organi- 
zation, “has taken good money of 
the taxpayers for the apparent pur- 
pose of enforcing law, but had used 
it to pay former distillers, saloon 
keepers and bartenders to make a 
mockery of law,” 

He predicted that “when the peo- 
ple of the country become awake to 
the real work of Mellon, who made 
law enforcement impossible in states 
like Pennsylvania, and other large 
centers, there will be a general up- 
rising and a demand for the election 
of an administration committee open- 
ly to law and order and with can- 
didates whose records were in agree- 
ment with the purposes as expressed 
by their party platforms.” 

Attacks Al Smith. 

If Governor Alfred E. Smith, of 
New York, became president, he as- 
serted, “the country might expect the 
connivance of the national adminis- 
tration with bootleggers because he 
openly stands upon a platform com- 
mitted to lawlessness, but the people 
of the nation had a right to expect 
better things of the present presi- 
dent, Mr. Coolidge, because of his 
pledge made to the people of the 
country.”

The best textbook of hygiene for lay 
students, I think, is “Personal Hy- 
giene Applied,’ by Jesse Feiring Wil- 
liams, A. B., M. D., published by W. 
KB. Saunders company, Philadelphia, 
Dr. Williams is professor of physical 
education in teachers’ college, Colum- 
bia university. Dr. Williams is young 
yet. When I was young and knew 
about as much as I’d ever know, ac- 
cording to grandma, I didn’t) know 
nearly as much as I'd know when I 
grew up. according to Auntie Binnell. 
At the time I thought grandma was 
flattering me and that Auntie Binnell 
was nettled because I believed in op- 
eration for appendeceetis.

Bill Approved

To Help Veterans 


Washington, March 5.—(?)—A bill 
designed to liberalize legislation af- 


fecting world war veterans has been 
approved by the house veterans’ com- 
mittee, which expects to report it the 
first of the week. 


It would provide for payment of 
$50 a month for five years to tuber- 
cular patients after they have reached 
a condition of virtual recovery, and 
wonld extend for two years the pe- 
riod for vocational rehabilitation work 
which expires in June. 


The bill also would extend from 
next June until 1929 the time for con- 
verting war insurance, and would 
make all veterans legislation appli- 
cable to 76 women who served in base 
hospitals in Franee. In the future 
the veteians bureas’ medical corps 
would be known as the medical cery- 
ice and its personnel would not have 
designations of rank as in the army.

If I ean- 
not get action at this session, I will 
press for it at the next session, when 
I think sentiment will begin to come 
around to the need for this aid to the 
veterans.

FOR FORTY CENTS 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) : 

Buenos Aires, March 5.—A consid- 
erable flutter was caused in real estate 
circles this afternoon when the only 
bidder at the auction of a corner site 
in the heart of the city offered to 
advance one peso—about 40 cents in 
American money—on the set-up price 
of 1,800,000 pesos ($720,000) and in- 
sisted upon his right to be declared 
the purchaser.

Even- 
tually, he said, he ho, .s to bring more 
of the 1,000,000 textile workers of the 
country into the conflict.
